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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 6/2/08 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

3. Claim 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Hayzelden (US 
2003/0050598). Hayzelden discloses a steerable catheter comprising a catheter 10 having a 
flexible distal portion 14, a housing 20 coupled to the proximal end of the body, a flexible 
element 30 controlled by a actuator 24, and a first tubular support 28 coupled around the flexible 
element and coupled to an actuator mechanism 122. The tubular member 28 constrains lateral 
movement of the flexible element. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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5. Claims 1, 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hayzelden 
in view of Qin et al (US 5807249). 

6. Claim 1 differs from Hayzelden in calling for the deflectable distal end to be controllable 
by pushing and pulling of the flexible element. Qin teaches a bidirectionally deflecting catheter 
wherein the distal portion is controlled by both pulling and pushing the flexible element 24 
thereby allowing the catheter to be deflected by both a pushing and pulling action of the actuator 
56 to improve user control and precision (Col. 4, lines 4-11). Therefore, it would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention to modify the device of 
Hayzelden so that the device can be controlled by both pushing and pulling of the flexible 
element as taught by Qin. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 2-9, 20-22, 3 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

8. Claims 11-18, 23-30, 32-37 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant's arguments, filed 6/2/08, with respect to the rejection(s) of claim(s) 1, 10, 19 
under Qin have been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been 
withdrawn. However, upon further consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made in view 
of Hayzelden in view of Qin.
